By; a 2 to 1 wote, the Upland 
city council at 3:15 o’clock this 
afternoon voted to permit the 
Upland Lemon Growers associa- 
tion to erect its barracks to 
house Mexican Nationals ontcon- 
dition the structures will be 
razed five years after the war 
if they are in conflict with the 
city’s master zoning plan. Good- 
ban and Ibanez voted “yes” and 
Sherwood voted “no”, 








Permissiqn to grant the Upland 
Lemon Growers association the 
right to build barracks to stand 
for a limited time was _reconf- 
mended to the Upland city coun- 
cil in a special meeting this af- 
ternoon. 


The recommendation came from 
the city planning commission by 
Frank Davis, chairman. The re- 
commendation included the proviso 
that the structures be razed with- 
in five years after the peace treat- 
ies “if said structure or structures 
do not conform with any future 
master plan of the city”. f 


Fourteenth street and Campus 
avenue is the site proposed by the 
association to build barracks to 
house Mexican nationals. 

After reading of the recom- 
mendation, Councilman James 
Goodban asked City Attorney Gray 
“Do plans for the building qualify 
legally with our zoning code?” 

The attofney ruler there is “very 
grave. doubt..if. the. law. -permits 
such a structure”. 

The proposed barracks as plan- 
ned come under the classification 
of a “hotel” and a hotel is not per- 
mitted in the agricultural zone, he 
said. . He reviewed the local zon- 
ing law and the California Housing 
Act to cite the uncertainty of the 
legal status if such a_ permit 
were granted. “After exhaust- 
ive study, I believe the council 
could make a compromise _ar- 
rangement.” 

Mr. Goodban and Councilman 
Richard Tsanez sponsored the mo- 
tion as embodied in the planning 
commission recommendation. 

Mayor Eugene Nisbet suggested 
the possibility of changing the 
zoning law to conform with wishes 
of the councilmen. 

Warren H. Wass, president, and 
Paul R. Daggs, director of the as- 
sociation, were in attendance, as 
was also Dr. Lilian F. Baxter, a 
member of the commission, 

Prior to the meeting Mr. Wass 
was asked if his association would 
go ahead with the plans if the per- 
mit was conditional. He express- 
ed doubt over such a move ‘by the 


association.

UPLAND, CALIFORNEA, 


12 MILES HERE 
TO TEST WEATHER 


From a 12 mile-height, a radio- 
sonde deszended on the citrus 
grove at Nincteenth street and 
Sapphire avenue in the Alta Loma 
district on Wednesday—and thus 
government officials have the fig- 
ureg on the pressure, temperature 
and humidity of the upper air over 
this district. 

The highly specialized instru- 
ment was found by Howara Ma- 
son, San Antonio heights, on ‘tie 
Mason ranch property in Alta 
Loma. 

The instrument itself is encased 
in a case something like a table 
model radio. Atiached to the case 
Wag a parachute, wiich nad per- 
mitted the radio-sendinz machine 
to descend slowly to earth. 

Instructions as to what to do 
with the instrument when found 
were attached to the case and to- 
day the unusual device ts on it’s 
way to Dayton, Ohio. 

A brief explanation about the 
instruction was attached and is as 
follows: 

“A balloon sent up by a weather 
station carried the instrument to 
12 miles. The balloon burst and 
the instrument came down slowly 
on the parachute. While in the 
air the instrument acted as 
radio broadcaster of temperature, 
pressure and moisture of air 
through which it passed. This in- 
strument may be used again.” 

Fastened elsewhere to the in- 
strument were instructions for the ; 
finder to return it through the | 
mails, The information and in- | 
structions were printed in several 
different languages. 

From what location the balloon- 
attached instrument wag released 
is unknown but it is understood at 
least one government station in 
the metropolitan district conducts 
the tests occasionally.

Train, Telegraph Messages Are | 
Doubled Due to War Activity 


War has doubled telegram and 
train order messages clearing 
through Upland, and there is lit- 
tle prospect of substantial reduc- 
tion in their number until civilian 
consumer demands have ‘been met 
several years after hostilities end, 
according to L, A. Fox, Santa Fe 
Railway Co. agent here. 

Three operators, working eight- 
hour shifts daily including Sun- 
days, send and receive Western 
Union telegrams in Morse code 
and train messages on a company 
telephone circuit that extends 
throughout the entire Santa Fe 
system. 

Doubling of the telegraph busi- 
ness has been occasioned by in- 
creases in fboth personal and com- 
mercial wires as Upland boys ea- 
ter the armed services and mili- 
tary personnel come here, he 
declared, 


HUGE MOVEMENTS 

Huge passenger train move- 
ments account for the doubled 
train order business. All Santa 
Fe’s transcontinental trains pass 
through Upland, Mr. Fox said, 
while most of the freight trains 
are handled through San Bernar- 
dino. On Tuesday of this week 30 
trains moved through Upland and 
on Wednesday there were 32 
trains, both being average days, 
he ‘stated. 

Orders are received on practical- 
ly every train coming into thecity,

while the telegraphers must “OS” 
all departures, meaning that the 
train has arrived and departed and 
is “out of sight.” 

Fred J. Spinner, cashier opera- 
tor who works the first telegraph 
trick between 8 a. m. and 4 p. m., 
receives fbetween 25 and 30 train 
orders every day, in addition to 
Western Union telegrams. He be- 
gan his career as an apprentice in 
1914 and has been here since 1935. 

Charles Gross is second trick 
operator working from 4 p. m. to 
midnight and Samuel Landreth 
handles the third trick between 
midnight and 8 a. m. Both leave 
heen here about three years, Mr. 
Gross coming from Glendora and 
Mr. Landreth from El Cajon. 


WORK IS VARIED 
The operators sell tickets and 
handle. station duties at night. 
Frequently, the morse and tele- 
phone circuits operate simultane- 
ously, in which event train mes- 
sages are given preference. 
Claude Baird is chief clerk and 
has been stationed here continu- 
ously for 25 years. Jim Andrews 
igs general clerk, Harvey Sutton 
station clerk, P, V. Russell signal 
maintainer and K. C. Cheek is 
hostler.

same and should offer no real 
conflicts.

commission—among them being 
down-town parking and the pro- 
posed speedway which will run | 
along Foothill boulevard. Even | 
thowzh Upland is primarily an 
agricultural community, many in- 
dustries are growing up around 
this city which wlll necessitate a 
recognition that industry is a part 
of the community.

| Mileage Cut Planned 





Plans whereby every city over 


5,000 population, all counties, 
state and federal employees in 
Southern California can cooper- 


ate in “home rule’ mileage ration- 
ing for cars used on official busi- 
ness were being discussed through- 
out Southern California today. 
“OPA set a goal of a 40 percent 
reduction of official mileage under 
the 1941 amount, but leaves it to 


the local government bodies to 
decide where the cut is to be 
| made’,’ he said. 


The 48 states have averaged a 
36 percent cut, California's being 
27 percent, In 1941, California's 
officials drove 88 million miles, 
siid Blaisdell—but considering the 
distances involved and the war 





activity here, it was a “grade 
job.” Federal agencies reduced 20 
percent, while adding 16 war 
agencies. 

“Fantastie? mileage figures, 


‘| never before collected or disclosed, 
were turned over to officials from 
local bureaus for their considera- 
tion in setting up their own pro- 
gram. 

“States drove 1 billion, 157 mil- 
lion miles in 1941,” said Blais- 
dell. “The Federal Government 
drove 1 billion, 500 million—cities 
and counties of over 
lation drove 1 billion, 660 miles.

of education, power districts, and 

other independent agencies. Yet 
the goal of 40 percent must be 
sought.

Of interest to citrus growers 
here will ibe the court decision an- 
nounced today in which the citrus 
fruit shippers are entitled to in- 
clude their customary brokerage 
fees in the determination of price 
ceilings on the sale of citrus fruits. 

With this opinion, the Office of 
Price Administration filed dismis- 
sals in the United States District 
court of the two“treble damage 
actions against the Cahtornia 
Fruit Growers Exchange and the 


-Mutual Orange Distributors filed 


several months ago. OPA had 
sued the two organizations on the 
pasis of alleged overcharges re- 
presenting brokerage fees charged 


in the establishment of ceiling 


prices of citrus fruits marketed by 
the cooperatives. The California 
Fruit Growers Exchange action 
involved $2,498,107.14.and the Mu- 
tual Orange Distributors case in- 
volved $78,096.72. 

Pointing out that the cases 
hinged entirely upon the question 
of the exchanges’ ability to qual- 
ify under maximum price regu- 
lation as brokers, OPA attorneys 
here filed the dismissals upon re- 
ceipt of an opinion from the OPA 
Regional Office, which stated: ° 

“A (grower’s exchange which 
does not customarily warehouse or 
storage citrus fruits at any point 
and :which maintains representa- 
tives or agents at terminal mar- 
kets where it sells and distributes 
fruits packed at cost by several 
cooperatives qualifies as a broker.”
